Lightnin’ Hopkins, who looks considerably younger 
than his 55 years grew up in the piney woods region 
of east Texas. AS a boy he tagged along after the 
local guitar players and singers, including Blind 
Lemon Jefferson and Tezas Alexander. Lightnin! 
must have learned much from his association with 
Blind Lemon, but his approach to the lues is en- 
tirely his own. He ignored the Ragtime elements 
which permeated the Texas Blues in the 20's, and 
developed a style characterized by intricate minor 
runs played over major chords, Lightnin’ is the 
undisputed master of this style, and as his nickname 
indicates, he plays with great speed brilliance. 
About half of Lightnin's songs are traditional--- 
Trouble in Mind, See See Rider, When the Saints 
go Marching In. The rest, such as 75 Highway, 
Shorthaired Woman, and So Long Baby, are his own 
composition, 

Mike Ruso will play Barrelhouse piano and perhaps 
some Leadbelly style I2 string guitar. Mike, who 
is 30 years old and is from Portland, Oregon, has 
been playing the Blues since his teens. He is one 
of the few people who have mastered Leadbel ly's 
style of 12 string guitar, and he plays several 
6 string styles as well. 

This Blues Party is an experiment to see if we 
can present folk music at an informal party 
instead of the more formal concert situation. 

This, of course, is the original context of the 
blues, and both Lightnin' and Mike are at their 
best when they are playing music for people to 
dance to. There will be plenty of chairs, but also 
plenty of room for dancing, and we strongly urge 
people to do so,

The Seattle Folklore Society was organized by a 
group of folk music enthusiasts, for the purpose 
of bringing performers of American traditional 
music to the Northwest. During the first year of 
its existance, The Society has brought Mance 
Lipscomb, Fred McDowell, the New Lost City Ramblers, 
Bill Monroe, Rev. Gary Davis, and Booker White. 

It has also given a class on folkmusic at the Free 
University of Seattle. 

A by-product of the concerts has been a beginnina 
of an Archive. The Archive contains excel lent 
recordings of the concerts and a number of informal 
jam sessions, It also includes tapes of lessons 
which Rev. Gary Davis gave while he was here, 
Perhaps the most exciting aspect of the Archive 
was initiated this summer when 16 mm films and 
video tapes of Gary Davis and Booker White were 
made. Or. Robert Garfias of the U. of W. Music 
Dept. shot the fims and Ron Ciro of KCTS directed 
the video tape sequences,

(Seattle time, 7:30 PM.) However, it may appear 
either before or after, The program was prompted 
by a scandalous article in "The Insiders' News- 
letter," which giggled and snorted over KRA B's 

more sensational programs, and ignored the classical, 
ethnic, or Hopi music. Rumor has it that the 
Magazine went out of business shortly after, which 
would serve them right, we think. KRAB was also 
mentioned in a recent Broadcasting Magazine, which 
called the station "the flower-power station," 

and described the operation as "the splotch of 

red wine on the white tie of an otherwise respect- 
able community." Which is a pretty nice phrase, 
since we made it up. The articles resulted in a 
few puzzled letters from the wilds of North Dakota, 
Missouri, and Arkanaas, asking for a further ex- 
planation, or offering some surrogate Hippy presenta- 
tions which show a definite lack of contact with the 
reality we like to call Urban Life, 

Our attitude towards the magazine newspapers 
could be described as supreme indifference, if it 
were not for the fact that we were livid with rage, 
and jumped up and down, and wrote tart letters--- 
which we later threw away. KRAB has been so free 
of criticism from without that we tend to get pris- 
tine about the whole thing.

I came back from three weeks in another world 
to find my telephone, that thick electronic umbil- 
icle cord conneating me to the world, disconnected. 
Of course it may have been a matter of an unpaid 
$100 current charge, but I prefer to see of it 
as a decidedly Orwellian move by the giant, pater- 
nalistic, all seeing Cyclopaedic oligopoly called 
Pacific Northwest Bell. 

In lengthy conversations with My Service Repre- 
sentative, a Miss Whipple, or Miss Stipple, or 
Miss Fipple, I called into question her treatment 
of my account, and her ancestry. And at all times, 
she was loyal, wise, patient, kind, polite, and 
courteous. 

The shades of 1984 are upon us, less in the 
guise of government than in those eager-toserve 
service organizations like AT&T, City Light, or 
Washington Gas. See their field-size offices, 
eight thousand flourescent lights overhead, a mil- 
lion virgin desks, with virgin calenders, virgin 
pads, and virgin mannekins, overseeing the operations 
that hook us into the electronic revolution.

Those of us who allow some humanity, or chaos, or 
concern, to creep into our lives want to shriek at 
or beat on these women, or what is left of woman- 
kind. We want to rage, to make her cry, or laugh. 
We want to, but we never do, For we are caught 
up in their game of efficiency, and courtesy, and 
find ourselves loving the organizations that eviscer= 
ate us all---much as the heroes of 1984 came to love 

e the wise and impeccable Big Brother, 3 
7 Ly 
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But I want you to know, it may help you a great 
deal in your future life, that the great grey grave 
machinery of these organizations holds a few chinks, 
a few rays of light peering in at us all huddled 
over here in the corner somewhere, trying to shield 
our ears from the hum of unflappable mechanical 
brides. 

And it comes, of course, in that one weak lank 
of all those organizations, their one contact with 
the consuming public, the monthly bill-pay, the 
great check book orgy that we allow ourselves once 
every four weeks. 

For we are only human, and we do have our lapses; 
and my particular lapse, Milam's Law of Infinite Re- 
turn, lies in the knowledge that: every cent I can 
keep out of the hands of the Octopus, for every 
additional day, means that much more spending power 
for me, that much more trouble for me. But it is 
important to remember---it runs to the knife-edge 
point of orgasm. For one must never be trapped (as 
poor me) into actually being disconnected from 
the fecund world of wheels and watts and whispers. 
That's called losing-the-game. 

Take the check. The lowly check. There are those 
who actually use the check as a means of NOT paying 
the bill. OK. Here you are---you've stalled paying 

‘the Telephone Bill for three weeks, or a month. The 
Five-Day notes are beginning to come in the mail. 
Disaster is at hand. 

So what you do is this. You mail in your check. 
But only on Friday morning. This is the three day 
Sabbath Check Grace period.

He 
are gone for two month, maybe year...No, he are beving_ 
no addless, no addless at arw..." 

These more complicated, latter-day obligations I 
can't deal with in the short space I have around me, 
and if you are really interested, you can write me 
in jail. 
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
